"Tis faid that the Marquefs de 
los Balbaces will go Ambaffador to Rome, and the 
Duke d’Uzeda be recall’d. 

Vienna, Nov.22. We have Advice from Hungary, 
That the Regiment of Cuirafficrs of Hanover, the 
Regiment of Schlick, and 6 Companies of the new 
‘raisd Huffars of Paul Diack, have begun their 
March ; fo that they may be expected in thefe parts 
‘within a few days: They are to march directly 
towards the Frontiers of 
joyn the Recruits and other Troops that are march- 
ing that way on the Danube ; and will be fur- 
ther reinforc’d by 3000 Men of the Troops of 
‘Salzburg. 

Drefden, Nov.26. This day the 1600 Recruits 
for the 10 Regiments that are in the Service of the 
Emperor, were mufter’d: Thofe Regiments are 
commanded by the Majors General Robel,Plets, and 
Weftromirsky, and confift of the King’s Regiment 
of Guards, that of the Electoral Prince, Jordaen,and 
Eychfted ; Horfe, And of the Queen's, Electoral 
Prince’s, Weftromirsky’s , Bruchling, Tilau, and 
Schack ; Foot. The perfons that robb’d the Great 

Chancellor's Houfe lately of 8coco Rixdollars, are 
taken at Doplitz; and prove to be disbanded 
Officers. 

Vienna, Nov. 22. The Emperor has confifcated 
all the Elector of Bavaria’s Revenues and Effects 
that lye in the Hereditary Provinces of the Houfe of 

' Auftria. And has order’d the Sum that is affign’d 
to new cloath the Forces in Italy, to be laid out here, 
to keep the Money in our own Country: Within a 
few days another Sum of 600900 Rixdollars has 
been remitted to Prince Eugene.

Drefden, Nov. 29. The Saxon Troops that are 
put into the Emperor's Service, are gone through 
Great Glogau, at which place their Rendezvous 
was appointed, and proceed on their March with all 
Expedition. 

Vienna, Nov. 25. The Baron van Fin is preparing 
to go to the Ortomian Port, as Envoy from the Em- 
peror.

Vienna, Nov. 25. General Schlick has laid before 
the Emperor a Projeét for attacking the EleCtor of 
Bavaria on three fides, in ene place by a Body of 
Men under General Herbeville, who is coming out 
of Italy ; in another by General Gronsfield with a 
certain number of Men; and in a third, by the 
Forces which are commanded by General Schlick 
himfeif. On advice that the 8000 Saxons are minded 
to go into Quarters of Refrefhment in Silefia, order 
is {ent for them either to march forward into Bohe- 
mia, or toturn back again ; for that they will not 
be fuffer’d to make a Halt in Silefia. At the fame 
time Orders are given fur a great Number of Wag- 
gons to be gor together, to help them in their March 
into Bohemia by the way of Pilfen. "Tis advis'd 
from Poland, That Monfieur de Heron the French 
Ambaiffador, has been feiz’d and carry’d from War- 
faw to Thorn ; and that Prince Lubomirsky has 
protefted againft this Seizure, on the part of the Re- 
publick. 

Ulm, Nov. 26. Laft Thurfday the Elector of Ba- 
varia came into our Neighbourhood ; his Army is 
quarter'd in the Country round us; his Highnefs 
took up his own Quarters in the Cloyfter of Wub- 
lingen, where the Magiftrates of this City went 
to wait on him, and were civilly enrertain’d. On 
Saturday he went away again. He has order’d moft 
of the Guns that were planted on our Walls to be 
remov’d, and the Keys of our Arfenal to be reftor’d, 
which caufes a grear deal of Joy here. 

Swabia, Nov. 27. ’Tis faid the Elector of Bavaria 
was taken with a Fit of an Ague two days ago near 
Gunsburg, but was pretty well again yefterday, and 
intends to be at Donawertto day. The French 
have brought a great number ‘of Bombs over the 
Rhine to Newburg, and threaten to make an At- 
tempt on Fryburg in the Brifgaw.

Mean time the French 
lofe no rime to make up their Bridge again, and 
have fent Orders to the Villages lying on the-River 
about Boan, to furnifh them with Boats. To day
